manners of the old school and no longer
young since she has roared sons
she belongs to that chug whose sympn-
thlee are so broad whose understanding
is so comprehensive that they never grow
old For the many years Mr Mason was
the thief of the consulate In Berlin Mrs
Mason was an angel to all the Americans
stranded there This moans little to you
perhaps this expression stranded but
to any one who has lived in Berlin and
knows of that great colony of students
thousands of them who go over there-
with no knowledge of foreign life with
a fa idea of the cost of maintaining
themselves and without knowing a word
of the language it means everything It
mOths that a large portion of Gen
Masons salary was spent in charity and
the greater part of Mrs Masons time
was given to aid her unfortunate country
women for It hi the women and not the
men who generally come to grief Oh I
could tell you so many instances of the
cruel things that happen over there
heartbreaking thingsbut I dont wantto monopolize the stage

3o could I broke in her neighbor
though I love Europe and Am always

refreshed by a visit there after a strenu-
ous winter In Washington I dont think
it is wise for me to go for I become such
a bad American I almost hate my coun
try and my countrymen Think of thesilly mothers who allow their talented
daughters to s alone across the broad
ocean to a strange land among a strange
People whose standards are entirely dif
ferent from ours a pittance that would
not keep them from starvation in the
smallest town in America Halt of theSins who go are deluded by the opinion
of village organist or some othergreat authority who pronounced them
geniuses flnd before they have studied
music for six months that there is nothing In them that they have a knack forcatching tunes but no real musical talentro aptitude for the hard wqrk the tre-
mendous labor that It takes to make a
musician and think of a government that
makes no provision for these stranded
children these poor misdirected waifs
At the foreign offices of every other coun-
try in the world the unfortunates who
come to grief in a strange land are taken
care of Not so with us The help that
is given to the mistaken and unfortunate
citizens of the United States in foreign
cities comes from private contributions
On my last visit I gave all the money I
had expected to spend for clothes and
other frivolities in Paris to help two poor
deluded children who came from a bit of
a town in Kansas to help them home
again and to bury an old woman who
went to Europe forty years ago to study
music and who tailing utterly to accom-
plish anything had lived on her wits and
on charity ever since

Unhappily this is all true and the last
century showed no more noble charitable
work than that of nn Englishwoman
Ada Leigh who undertook to help the
poor stranded girls American a well ae
English In Parts and London and the
founding of the American Girls Club by
Mrs Whitelaw Reid In Paris when her
husband was stationed there as Ambassa-
dor Mrs Mason has worked quite as ear-
nestly and devotedly as these two women
Her notebook would tell pitiful tales of
the people she has helped but not only
was she a friend to the poor for every
American in Berlin in stress or trouble
went to her with their woes She settled
love affairs reunited discordant husbands
and wives advised as to wardrobes was
in fact the loving and devoted mother to
all those who came to her and those too
proud to come she sought out In Paris
she te leading the same life that made
her worshipped In Berlin never sparing
herself when any charitable work is afoot
and at tIM same time presiding over a
salon that is one of the most frequented
and Interesting in the French capital

The ConntesH HntzfeldtTrnchenljerj
No recent visitor to Washington baa

made a more agreeable Impression than
the daughter of the Japanese Ambassador
Count AmId the Countess Hatifeklt-
Tracbenberg who has been visiting her
parents for the put month She is a lit-

tle woman with the exquisite figure for
which her fathers countrywomen are
noted and the earnestness and soul of the
highest German type There is only one
opinion about she is charming
She talks piquantly and well and holds
her own in an argument The Trachen
berg branch of the Hatzfeldt family
traces its origin back to that of Hermann
von HatzCeld who inherited the seigneurie
of Werther because of his marriage with
Anna Drost of Wegenhausen some time
in the sixteenth century The present
head of this family Is Hermann tint Duke
von Trachenberg and third Prince von
HatsfeMt whose wife was the Countess
Natalie von Berckendorff a prominent
figure In Berlin a quarter of a century
ago the intimate friend of the Empress
Frederic and the mistress of her

French Diplomat in Cnlm
Returning Americans from Cuba bring

interesting accounts of the present
French Minister M Lefalvre and his wife
who seem to be on the high tide of pop
ularity They live in a delightfully sit-
uated villa and entertain handsomely and
frequently indeed the French Legation
is one of the most popular houses in the
Cuban capital This Is of especial inter-
est to Washingtonlans since Mr Lefalvre
served here at two different periods dur-
ing Mr Arthurs administration and
again when Mr Cleveland was President
When he first came to America some time
In the eighties the present French Minis-
ter to Cuba was a slender bashful youth
with big blue eyes an incipient and very
scraggy board and nothing much to

him save his ingenuousness and
the talent in which he was not lacking
but seemed afraid to display Fifteen

or so later he returned to Washing-
ton having served in one capacity or an
other at nearly every capital on the map
an accomplished man of the world with
almost a swagger certainly with the
aplomb and confidence that should char-
acterize a diplomat At this time he was
the chief secretary of his embassy and a
potent factor in its management His
genius for making caricatures was re-

markable and many of the smart houses
uptown have evidences of his skill In this
direction One that he gave a friend of
his early days in Washington ThQ

Since he has been In Cuba Mr Lefalvre
has been most popular and successful and
the gOQd wishes of his Washington
friends follow him

It seems a stupid thing that The Arbiter
should be asked to give some notes for
the direction of schoolgirls which should
property come from their teachers in the
school but I will aim to say a few em-

phatic things that may be of use if
those who ask this advice are serious
lii desiring It To begin with the same
ethics prevail in the school that obtain
in society or in the family In any place
where there is law and government If
a girl goes to school without the inten-
tion or desire to obey Its rules site Is
contemptible and dishonest and a baleful
Influence though she hurts herself more
than those by whom she is surrounded
Such conduct argues that she line no self
respect no respect for others and

to maintain a high standard and
that she has no love for Iter alma mater
but is simply there to fill In the time
until she can go out into the world to
work more disaster there

The very first precept for a girl when
going to a boarding school is to honestly
obey every rule put down for her If
the rule is bad it will ultimately correct
Itself for the best and most offlcaclous
way to alter a bad law is to Insist upon
its enforcement it then becomes so ob-

noxious that it corrects Itself The finest
instinct of a young person after his or
her love and regard for their father and
mother is reverence and loyalty to their
alma mater This feeling has done more
to drills the world to advance edu-

cation to subdue and make mankind gen-

tle than any other It is no exaggera-
tion I think to say that it Is a senti-
ment most beneficial to mankind Look
back you children who have written-
to me asking advice to President

visit to Harvard not long ago and
remember the enthusiasm with which he
was received there an enthusiasm not
Inspired by his exalted position but by
his career at Harvard and his devotion-
to his college There is no element in
his character more to be praised than
the love he has for the institution at
which he received his degree and which

me about some of the schools In Wash-
ington They often do not do anything
because they are swell schools But
Bertie went on to say that he went to
the theater with his pals or chums or
whatever you choose to call his intimates
and that after the theater he and his
companions waited about to see tho ac-
tresses go out and that the walls of
their rooms were covered with pictures
of the leading actresses of the day

So it Is with the average schoolgirl In
Washington She goes down town on
the sly and thinks she is doing something
desperate but she Isnt She Is only dis
loyal to a tacitly made contract when
she entered the school to her teacher
who trusts her to her family and above
all to herself I would like to emphasize
that to herself In a word she is a

element wherever she touches What
does a surreptitious visit to the theater
mean if it puts a blot on ones soul casts
reflections upon ones alma mater and
discredits her teacher It is not to be
supposed that a girl thinks of all this
when she plans for days to deceive those
in authority over her but It would be well
If she used some of her superfluous en-
ergy in thinking a little of her obliga-
tions There Is a chance for her to do
anything she wants to do within reason
if she obtains permission for teachers are
human and their rules elastic I would
advise any one who desires to leave a
happy memory behind her to take as her
shibboleth obey the rules

As to one confiding child
has asked me speak on this subjoct I
would say that they have changed much
for the worse during the last twentyfive
years What they are and what they
should be are very far apart As strongly
as I feel about American girls living
alone In Europe I am almost tempted to
advise that all young women should have
a year in some school In Germany or
France to gain the beautiful polish that
seems to be unobtainable elsewhere In
the United States we have not time for
the cultivation that dominates the educa-
tion of young women on the continent of
Europe but It would be well if we had
welt for the next generation and all suc-
ceeding generations manners make
life go smoothly They disarm all those

Plea for the Befitting Trnnnportn
tlon of Our Legislators to Panama

It is proper that legislators proceeding
to Colon to Inform themselves as to con-

ditions on the isthmus should go in a
manner befitting the dignity of their re-

lation to the canal and the importance of
their Immediate errand sAid for the trans-
portation of these legislators of the
United States the Navy Department
should provide a fleet of at least three
battle ships attended by at least six
cruisers

It is true that a single battle ship or
cruiser would suffice in the physical
sense for the accommodation of the
Senators and Congressmen But that is
not the sole requisite There is needed
for the education not only of the peo-

ple of the Republic of Panama but also
of the people of the United States of
America some such impressive reminder-
of the Independent existence of the Con
gress as a coordinate and equal depart-
ment of the Federal government

Among all the peoples flocking to our
shores none hold the name America in
higher revorence than the Jew This Is

the flrst land of equal opportunity he
has in eighteen centuries of aim
less wandering Ever since that reck-

less Jewish ancestor looking in the face
of Jesus In Pilates court cried out His
blood be on us and on our children
tha Hebrew Jias been called man without
a country or a flag a foreigner in every
land

Bu In the United States the harried
Jew may como into his own In the
American Ghetto there is no fear of mid-

night raids and massacres There can be

enrolled There were Jews in the War of
WI2 and in the Mexican war Seven
thousand Hebrews were enlisted on both

conflict were both Hebrews

Commodore Uriah P Levy held the

Aside from his many services since its
discovery the Jews claim to America is
strengthened by the fact that five mem-
bers of his race came with Columbus on
hie hint voyage of discovery and the
expedition was financed with the
donation of J9CO by Luis de Santangd
a Jew who was chief tax collector for
King Ferdinand of Spain The second
voyage was financed by the money raised
from the confiscated property of Span-
ish Jews The first member of Colum
bus party to set foot on American soil
was Louis de Torres a Jew who acted-
as interpreter for the great explorer
and who was the discoverer of the use
of tobacco Gabriel Sanchez was another
Hebrew member of the party and he ob-

tained the first grant from King Ferdi
sand to trade cattle and provisions to
the Indians Berna the ships doctor
and Rodrigo Sanchez the superintendent-
of the ship wore both Jews The fifth
Hebrew of the party wax Juan Cabrero
who was a personal friend of Queen

Both the map and astronomical
Instrument which enabled Columbus to
hold his course were made by Jews

The first Jew to settle in America was
Jacob Barsimon who came to New York
in IfW followed shortly by twentythroe
others from Brazil These two dozen the
nucleus of New Yorks present Hebrew
population that is rapidly climbing to
the million mark were bitterly resented
by Peter Stuyvesant who denied them
the right to hold any religious services
to bury their dead or to do any retail
business What a contrast to conditions

years has sharpened his trading sense
and made him a keen financier Four
Jews were among the organizers of the
New York Stock Exchange and there are
now 115 Jewish millionaires In America
a proportion of one out of every thirty
five The Jewish wholesale houses do a
yearly business of more than a billion
dollars The Hebrews own 900000000

worth of property In New York alone
Hnyman Levy a fur dealer taught tho
secret of getting rich to the first Astor
who worked In his employ

There are several universal traits of
Jewish character which if observed by
othor nationalities would tend to make
them equally successful In life The first
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of those is untiring energy and devotion
to business the second is the practice of
economy the third Is regard for the do-

mestic virtues It stands to reason that
any young man wb wfll work save his
money and take care his health has
a better chanee to get on In the world
than one who neglects these cardinal
principles of wellbeing These traits are
rosily the basis of Jewish success

It is the opinion of experts that no

more clever piece of parliamentary work
was ever performed than the settlement-
of the vexing Japanese question by
means of the few words Including it as
ftp amendment the immigration bill
